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French plan 
new nuclear 
fighter-bomber 


PARIS (Reuter). — By 1980 France 
will put into service a new super- 
Sonic fighter-bomber capable of de- 
livering nuclear devices of up to 
one megaton, the French Chief of 
Air Staff, General Clande Grigaut, 
revealed yesterday. 

The plane, known as the Avion 
de Combat Future (ACF) or future 
combat aircraft, will be able to Ay 
two and 2 half times the of 
sound and at an altitude of only 
200 metres. The first plane is ex- 
pected to fly in 1976. 

By 1985 as many as 100 ACIP’s 
are expected to be operational as 
the spearhead of France’s indepen- 
dent nuclear strike force, General 
Grigaut said in the French air foree 
magazine “Air Actualites." 

The ACE development t is 
at present estimated at over £400m. 

General Grizaut also revealed that 
during the next decade the French 
air force will increase the number 
of its combat aircraft by 25 per cent 
and its flight personnel by eight 
Per cent or 600 officers and men. 


Bomb found at
